They include unusual body 
roominess and comfort, remark- 
ably high~ gasoline mileage and 
other economy features, unusually 
smooth engine power and endur- 
ing speed ability,.easier handling 
and speed with comfort up to the 
car’s maximum. They indicate 
scientific engineering and research 
work with respect to space en- 
gineering, body dimensions, dyna- 
mic symmetry of design and ap- 
pearance of the bodies, and the 
same study with regard to valve 
sizes, location, timing, shape of 
combustion chambers. and otker 
engine developments that go to 
make up a highly eficient, econo- 
mical power plant, yielding un- 
usual performance. 

High alloy materials are used 
throughout the chassis. The actual 
amount of fine steels and other 
long-lived materials in this car Js 
greater than in many others sell- 
ing at twice its price, the com- 
pany points out. 

The L-head type éngine is ex- 
tremely smooth in operation, be- 
sides retaining all the character- 
istic traditional four-cylinder ad- 
vantages. Transmission of its 
power to the rear wheels with 
minimum loss has been accom- 
plished by hanging the engine low 
in the frame to give straight-line 
drive to the driving mechanism. 

The engine has a five and five- 
eighths inch bore and a 4 and 
one-eighth inch stroke. Its rated 
horsepower is 31.03, with an actu- 
al of 35. Piston displacement is 
170.3 cubic inches. In line . with 
Chrysler practice of suspending 
the engine free from the frame to 
prevent the transmission shocks 
to it, its front end is cradled on 
a semi-elliptic steel spring. This 
is bolted to the gear case cover, 
with the spring ends resting on 
the frame cross member, thus 
literally floating the engine front 
end in the frame. This arrange- 
ment also absorbs the torque im- 
pulses. Rear suspension is by 
steel brackets riveted to the arms 
on the flywheel housing. 

The frame has three heavy cross 
members, forming a rigid founda- 
tion to eliminate body weave, 
squeaks and rattles that wouid 
inevitably present themselves in a 
frame less rigid. 

Lubrication is exceptionally 
thorough. Reciprocating parts are 
actually flooded with oil at all 
speed. Full force lubrication is 
provided to all crankshaft and 
connecting rod bearings from the 
pump. Spray from a small hole 
in each connecting rod _ bearing 
lubricates each cylinder wall, pis- 
ton pin, camshaft bearing and en- 
tire valve operating mechanism. All 
cther reciprocating engine parts 
are lubricated by positive spray 
from the same source, or from the 
front crankshaft bearing. 

Cylinders are cast en Dloc, in- 
(egral with crankcase, with heavy 
cross web construction for the 
center main bearing support. Walls 
are both reamed and honed for 
glassy, long-wearing qualities. Cy- 
linder head and oil pan as re- 
movable to permit easy access to 
all moving parts. 

The: unusual erigine performance 
is due in large measure to the 
use of the special Chrysler pis- 
tons. They are of the aluminum 
ailoy, ventilated bridge type, wit! 
unusual wearing qualities, as used 
in both the “70” and “60.” Pins 
are of alloy steel. Specifications 
demand: that their limits. be-“held 
within two fen-thousandths of an 
inch in diameter.
